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Town Council at their Aug, 
13th meeting ratified a new 
agreement with the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 
Local 941 covering town em~- 
ployees, The existing con- 
tract expired Feb, 28th and 
the new contract covers a 
period of 22 months instead 
of 24, in order to bring the 
expiry date at Dec, 3ist, 
1969 rather than Feb, 28th 
date, In this way future con- 
contract negotiations can be 
completed earlier in the 
year and prior to the adop- 
tion of the budget, 

The settlement provides 
a 20% increase over the 22 
months: 10% effective March 
Ist, 1968 and 10% effective 
January Ist, 1969, (This 
compares with a recent 
settlement of Edmontonwith 
its outside workers union at 
an average of 13-1/2% over 
a one-year period), Based on 
the 1967 field payroll it is 
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estimated that the 1968 in- 
crease of the new contract 
will be approximately 
$15,000, The negotiators re- 
port anticipates that a con- 
Siderable saving of this 
amount can be realized by a 
reduction of overtime and 
a freeze on hiring casual 
labor as far as this is pos- 
sible, 

Under other articles in the 
agreement, the 5-day, 44 
hour week has been main- 
tained, The statutory holi- 
days are specified and ifa 
worker is required to work 
on one, he may be paid 
double time, or be granted 
another day off in lieu of 
the holiday, Any employee 
required to serve as ajuror 
or witness in a court case 
will be paid full wages, Grie- 
vance procedure has been 
detailed and time limits 
fixed to avoid any unreason-

Home isn’t the quiet re- 
treat it used to be, In fact, 
it can be anolsier place than 
work, And this fact, notes 
Plant Administration & En- 
gineering, may undermine 
the efforts of industrial 
Safety directors to dim the 
din in manufacturing plants, 

A typical quiet house in 
the early 1920's would have 
registered about 20 decibels 
Today, many appliances 
later, background noise 
alone in a quiet single- 
family detached home is 
about 45 decibels, In multi- 
ple dwellings the level is 
around 50,

ing to his job unfatigued and

WHY should most vegetables be blanched before they 
are frozen? This stopes enzyme action, In unblanched 
vegetables, enzymes continue to act during frozen stor- 
age, causing off-flavors and changes in color, 

WHY is ascorbic acid added to some fruits before 
freezing? It prevents darkening of the fruit, and is used

The purpose of this deep 
ploughing is to break up the 
heavy layers of salt that 
lay just below the surface 
of the soll, Once these lay- 
ers are broken up, water 
action washes out the salt 
to a lower level leaving a 
layer of top soll that is 
Salt free and bringing the 
land back Into production 


again, 

The plough was supplied 
by the Canada Department 
of Agriculture Vegreville 
Research station, Dr, Ross

egg ballots and hog plan 


The agricultural products 
marketing council today an- 
nounced rescheduled dates 
for balloting for an Egg and 
Fowl Marketing Board and 
registration for a Hog Mare 
keting Board, 

Plans and ballots for an 
Egg and Fowl Marketing 
Board will be mailed to 
registered egg producers by 
Sept, 3rd and must be re- 
turned to the marketing 
council by 4:30 p.m, on Sept, 
16th, 

Registration forms will 
be mailed to all hog produc- 
ers by August 19th, Com- 


pleted forms must be re- 
ceived by the marketing 
council Sept, 9th at 4:30 
p.m, Hog producers who do 
not recelve registration 
forms tn the mail may obtain 
them from their district 
agriculturist,

gister, representing at least 
600,000 slaughter hogs mar- 
keted between May 1, 1967

WHY should felt marking pens not be used for labell- 
ing freezer foods? Many contain kerosene -or gasoline 
based ink that gives food an off-flavor, 

WHY should low-acid foods (meat, corn, peas, beans, 
and beets) be canned ONLY in a pressure canner,? 
Certain bacteria thrive in low-acid foods when oxygen 
is excluded, as it is in canning, These bacteria give 
off a deadly poison, which is responsible for the food 
poisoning known as botulism, Only a pressure canner 


can reach temperatures high enough to kill the bacteria, 


WHY is it not advisable to add baking soda to intensify 
the color of green vegetables as they cook, or to soften 
dried vegetables as theysoak? Thesodadéstroys flavor 
and nutrients, In addition, it tends to give a mushy pro= 
duct, 

WHY is red cabbage generally cooked with a bit of 
acid suchas vinegar or apple? Hard water whichis 
alkaline can cause the cabbage to change from red to 
blue, The aicd neutralizes the alkalinity, 

WHY should mushrooms be sauteed at low tempera- 
tures rather than boiled? High temperatures toughen 
them, 

WHY cook rhubarb in a sugar syrup, rather than cook 
it In water and add the sugar afterward? Cooking ina 
sugar syrup helps the pieces retain their shape, thus 
preventing a soupy, mushy product, 

WHY cook dried fruits in water and add the sugar 
after cooking is completed? Sugar in the cooking water 
may prevent the fruit from absorbing enough moisutre, 

WHY should vegetables not be peeled early inthe day, 
and left to soak in cold water? Water-soluble vitamins 
and minerals are soaked out by this procedure, It is 
better to place them in a damp paper towel or a plastic 
bag and store in the fridge, 

WHY store potatoes at 50 - 70 F? [If the storage 


temperature is too low, the potato becomes sweet and 


almost waxy, These changes occur because respira- 


tion Is slowed down at low temperatures,
